of averting a general European w a r - 
first, Russia and Austria are engaged 
again in direct negotiations; second, 
both Great Britain and France are 
using their utmost endeavors in favor 
of peace. 
On the other hand. Russia has or­ 
dered a general mobilization and Ger­ 
many declared a state of siege, which 
is undoubtedly a prelude to, if it does 
not cover, mobilization. 
France has not mobilized, but cabi­ 
net councils issued decrees establish­ 
ing a moratorium and taking other 
action which could only be determined 
upon 
eve of war. 
Unofficially 
the 
French army virtually is being mob­ 
ilized. 


Many Rumors In Circulation. 
A very circumstantial, and as yet un­ 
confirmed report published in Rome, 
says that Germany is about to demand 
from both Russia and France the im­ 
mediate cessation of mobilization. Yet 
another rumor has it that the German 
am bassador has notified the French 
government of his early departure. 
Great Britain practically, though not 
officially, is mobilized and the smaller 
European states, as a precaution, have 
ordered 
the 
mobilization 
of 
their 
arm ies—Belgium, Holland and Swit­ 
zerland to protect their territory from 
being used as a highway for the bel­ 
ligerents; Norway, Sweden and Den­ 
m ark to guard themselves on general 
principles. 
Italy makes no announcement and, 
although a rumor credits her with the 
decision not to participate in the strug­ 
gle, there is little doubt that she is 
making ready for mobilization. 


Censorship Very Rigid. 


Communication across Europe has 
been cut off and there is a universal 
application of the censorship, with the 
result that it is impossible to obtain 
any accurate knowledge of what mili­ 
tary operations are going on in Servia. 
All code telegrams are refused. 
In 
short, all the European nations are 
becoming isolated from each other by 
railway and telephone. 
The 
withdrawal 
of three 
famous 
German yachts from the Cowes regat­ 
ta is significant. 
They include the 
em peror’s Meteor and 
Krupp’s Ger­ 
mania. 
All the countries involved have pro­ 
hibited the export of many products 
and all stock exchanges in England 
and Scotland are closed. 
The Euro­ 
pean state banks have raised their 
rates and the Bank of England rate 
has been doubled.

How long the stock exchange will 
be closed is a m atter of conjecture, 
the answer depending upon the course 
of events abroad. 
“If a general European war should 
come,’’ said one member, “the ex­ 
change may be closed all summer.’’ 
Banking business was not greatly 
deranged and there was no loss of 
confidence, but dealings in foreign 
exchange virtually were abandoned.

ENROLL RESERVES 
IN ST. PETERSBURG

St. Petersburg, August I— The en-j 
rollment of the reservists of the Rus­ 
sian army started at a hundred cen­ 
ters in the Russian capital at 6:30 
this morning accompanied by stir 
ring scenes. 


Washington, Aug. I.—President Wil­ 
son acted promptly to reassure the 
country against any threatening finan­ 
cial dangers growing out of the Euro­ 
pean war situation. 
First the president took steps to 
bring about an immediate completion 
of the organization of the federal re­ 
serve board in order that the new 
currency law may become effective. 
Secretary 
McAdoo, expressing ap­ 
proval of the closing of the stock ex­ 
changes throughout the country, is­ 
sued a statem ent announcing $500,,- 
000,000 issue of emergency currency, 
waiting at the treasury department, 
would be made immediately available 
to national banks. 
To make more easily accessible this 
half billion authorized by the Aldrich- 
Vreeland act, the sedate, at the sug­ 
gestion of Mr. McAdoo, passed unani­ 
mously an amendment to the currency 
law modifying 
the clause 
providing 
that banks of national currency asso­ 
ciations, in order to avail themselves 
of the issue, must have outstanding 
currency notes “secured by bonds of 
the United States to an amount not 
less than 40 per cent of its capital.”
